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OUTSTANDING ALUMNAE AWARDS

In recognition of alumnae’s 
achievements, the Agnes Scott 
Alumnae Association annually 
recognizes three outstanding 
alumnae who have achieved in 
the areas of career, community 
service, and College service. 
During the 1983 Alumnae 
Weekend, April 15-17, Katharine 
“Kitty” Woltz Farinholt ’33 was 
presented the Distinguished 
Career Award; Ruth Slack 
Roach 40 received the Service 
to the Community Award; and 
Frances Gilliland Stukes ’24, was 
honored with the Service to the 
College Award. 

Kitty, an educational consult- 
ant and retired school principal, 
began her distinguished 
academic career while a student 
at Agnes Scott. A history major, 
she was elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa and to Mortar Board and 
participated in Pi Alpha Phi, the 
honorary debating society. She 
was active in the Athletic 
Association, Cotillion Club, 
Blackfriars, and International 
Relations Club. 

After graduation, she taught 
English for one year in Belmont, 
N.C. Later she taught English at 
Westminster Schools in Atlanta 
for 12 years. While teaching, she 
earned her master’s degree in 
education at Emory University 
before being named principal of 
Girls’ Junior High Schools at 
Westminster in 1964. Upon her 
retirement in 1974, the adminis- 
trator wrote to her: ‘Your grasp 
of the academic program of the 
total school, and particularly of 
the Junior High, made it possible 
always for you to make an out- 
standing contribution to the 
intellectual development of 
each student under you, and, 
ultimately to each student in the 
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entire High School. I shall 
always consider you as one of 
the chief motivating forces in 
bringing Westminster to its 
academic pre-eminence.’ The 
following year she was named 
Leading Lady of Atlanta for her 
volunteer service and leadership 
in education. 


Kitty is now self-employed as an _ 


educational consultant specializing 
in the placement of students in 
elementary and secondary schools 
and colleges and universities. Her 
goal is “‘to help individuals of all 
ages develop their unique 
possibilities to the fullest through 
educational counseling’ 

Kitty's contributions to educa- 
tion as a consultant and former 
teacher and administrator were 
recognized in 1982 in a special 
citation presented her by the 
National Association for Women 
Deans, Administrators, and 
Counselors. She has also been 
honored by Who's Who of 
American Women, Dictionary of 
International Biography, and 
World’s Who's Who of Women. 

In addition to her educational 
career, Kitty has pursued 
volunteer service which led to 
her serving as president of All 
Saints Episcopal Churchwomen, 
trustee of Appleton Church 
Home for Girls in Macon, 
national treasurer of Mortar 
Board, and as a member of the 
board of directors of the Child 
Service Association. She served 
as President of Agnes Scott 
Alumnae Association in 1944 
and later was instrumental 
in changing the Alumnae 
Association’s emphasis from a 
membership drive to a College 
fund drive. 

Ruth Slack Roach, recipient of 
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the Outstanding Service to thes 
Community Award, has been 
involved in countless community 
and church activities ever since 
she and her physician husband,* 
Ben, settled in Midway, Ky., in 
the late 1940’.

Two main events on the 
College calendar, Alumnae 
Leadership Conference and 
Alumnae Weekend, both drew 
record attendance in 1982-83. 
On October 28 and 29, 125 
volunteers spent many hours 
in information sessions and 
workshops designed to better 
equip alumnae to take back to 
their communities the message of 
Agnes Scott. Volunteers were 
introduced to President Schmidt, 
met with faculty, administration, 
and students, attended classes, 
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for low-income working mothers, 
the first public swimming pool in 
Midway, and psychiatric day care 
community rooms. 

She has also served on the 
regional Health Planning Coun¢il, 
the Board of the Lexington Deaf- 
Oral School, and the Regional 
Mental Health Board. She has « 
been a member of the Kentucky 
State Board of Christian 
Churches; the Board of Higher, 
Education of Christian 
Churches, USA; and served as 
president of Women of the 
Church. At Midway Christian « 


Church she was director of 
Christian Youth Work for 15 
years and a Sunday school 
teacher for 28 years. While her 
four children were growing up, 
she served as a Cub Scout leader 
and a Girl Scout leader. 

Ruth’s community has recog- 
nized her valuable contributions 
with several awards, including 
the Outstanding Citizen Award 
of Midway in 1960 and 1967 and 
the Outstanding Citizen Award 
of Woodford County in 1977. She 
received the Kentucky Colonel 
Award in 1977 from the Governor, 
and in 1982 both she and her 
husband were presented the 
Brotherhood Award of the 
Lexington National Conference 
of Christians and Jews. 

Frances Gilliland Stukes, who 
received the Outstanding Service 
to the College Award, first began 
serving Agnes Scott when she 
was a student. During her four 
years, she was a reporter for the 
Agonistic, right wing on the 
hockey team, senior represen- 
tative of SGA, member of 
Blackfriars, the KUB journalism 
club, French Club, YWCA 
cabinet, Lecture Association, 
secretary of the Propylean 
Debating Society, and first alto of 
the Glee Club for all four years. 
She was elected to HOASC, an 
honorary organization which was 
the predecessor of Mortar Board. 
She was later elected an alumna 
member of Mortar Board. 

Those alumnae who do not 
know Frances may recognize her 
married name. In 1925 she married 
Samuel Guerry Stukes, the 
former Agnes Scott registrar and 
chair of the psychology depart- 
ment, who was later named dean 
of the faculty. As a faculty wife just 
one year after graduation, Frances 
began holding an open house for 
students every Sunday afternoon. 

An active member of the 
Decatur Alumnae Club, Frances 
has done everything from 
planting in the Alumnae Garden 
to participating in fund-raising 
phonathons. She is fund chair of 
the Class of 1924. A charter 
member of the Garden 
Committee, she has served 
several times as chair of the com- 
mittee. She gardens 10 months of 
the year in the area behind the 
Alumnae House and frequently 
provides flowers from her own 
garden for centerpieces at 
alumnae events. She has also 
served as chair of the Anna 
Young Alumnae House 
Committee supervising interior 
decorating and purchasing.

It was truly fitting that the Fifty 
Year Club should meet this year 
in the Winter Theatre of the 
Dana Fine Arts Building.

1982-83 president, Roberta 
Winter ’27, professor of theatre at 
Agnes Scott from 1939-1974. 
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Roberta joined other alumnae 
and friends for the annual Fifty 
Year Club program and candle- 
light dinner during Alumane 
Weekend. As president of the 
club she welcomed everyone 
“not from the diaphragm’”as her 
ASC speech professor, Miss 
Frances Gooch, had recom- 
mended, but ‘‘from the heart?’ 

Pat Collins Dwinnell ’28 nar- 
rated the program in Dana and 
announced the names of six 
“stars from the wide galaxy of 
the Fifty Year Club.’ 

Fifty Year star, Dr Jean McAlister 
’21, who was unable to come to 
Alumnae Weekend, was 
announced as a trailblazer for 
women in the medical field. She 
first considered being a nurse, but 
her family doctor encouraged her 
to become a doctor. She attended 
the University of North Carolina 
Medical School and graduated . 
from the University of 
Pennsylvania Medical School. A 
pediatrician from 1936 to 1971, she 

_ gave 32 years of service to the Percy 
Street Child Care Center in North 
Carolina. Jean said in an earlier 
interview that she particularly 
remembered her work during the 
1948 polio epidemic. 

Another star, Willie White 
Smith ’27, earned a master’s 
degree in zoology and a Ph.D. in 
physiology from Columbia 
University. She spent one year 
working in the laboratory of 
Nobel Prize winner August 
Krogh and taught zoology at 
Smith College in 1941. From 
1943 to 1977 she worked at the 
National Institute of Health. 
During that time she investigated 
radiation effects and witnessed 
the atomic bomb test in Nevada. 
In 1959 Willie was elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa. She is credited with 
70 publications. 

Caroline McKinney Clarke ’27 
lives in the house in which she 
was born on Candler Street in

Decatur. An employee of the 
Federal Emergency Relief 
Agency in 1933, she later worked 
for the National Youth 
Administration. She helped 
establish the DeKalb County 
Department of Public Welfare 
and served as director for 28 
years. Her lifelong interest in 
local history led her to write two 
books which have been published, 
The History of Decatur and The 
History of Decatur Presbyterian 
Church, and a magazine article 
entitled ‘‘Days of Old Decatur,” 
published in the spring 1980 
edition of Georgia Life magazine. 
Caroline is the niece of former 
Agnes Scott English professor 
Louise McKinney. 

Virginia Wing Power ’26 was 
introduced as the “‘A to Z 


woman, not just because she 


_ received the A to Z Woman's 


Service Award in Chattanooga 
in 1975, but because she has been 
involved in countless activities. 
The recipient of a Certificate for 
Service from the Governor of 
Tennessee and National Council 
on Aging Award for Community 
Service in 1962, she has served 
on boards of the YWCA, Family 
Service Agency, Senior 
Neighbors of Chattanooga, 
National Association State 
Units on Aging, Council of 
Community Forces, and many 
others. Virginia, who enjoys 
gardening and traveling, studied 
garden design on a horticultural 
tour of the Orient in 1975. A 
pianist and poet, she also plays 
tennis and won the 1971 Women’s 
Chattanooga Open in doubles. 

Annie Wiley Preston ’99, 
Agnes Scott and UNC-Chapel 
Hill’s oldest known living 
alumna at 104, served as a mis- 
sionary in Korea with her hus- 
band, J. Fairman Preston, for 37 
years. They left Korea when 
World War II began. During her 
years at Agnes Scott Institute, 
Annie Wiley concentrated on 
math, French, and Latin. In 1897 
she and several friends decided to 
create the Institute's first annual 
to be called the Aurora and to be 
bound in purple and white. In 
1902 she traveled in Europe and 
was in London when Queen 
Victoria’s son, Edward, was cor- 
onated. While she had young 
children, she taught Bible in the 
Korean Girls School. In addition 
to her six children, she has 30 
grandchildren, and 18 great- 
grandchildren. Mrs. Preston has 
said, “If you want to be distin- 
guished and well-known, just live 
a long time”’ 

Mrs. Preston's daughter, 
Shannon Preston Cumming "30, 
was also recognized. She taught 


missionary children in Korea and 
taught Bible for one year at Agnes 
Scott. After receiving an M.A. in 
special education for the retarded 
in 1962 from George Peabody 
College for Teachers, she worked 
in a private child development 
center. She said, “I am lucky to 
be the daughter and companion of 
Agnes Scott’s most senior alumna, 
Annie Wiley Preston?’ 

The Fifty Year Club was called 
to dinner in Rebekah Reception 
Room by a dinner bell rung by 
Mr. John Flint, who was head- 
waiter in the College’s White 
House dining room for many 
years. (He will celebrate his 
100th birthday in October.) 
During dinner, a strolling 
violinist played tunes from the 
twenties such as “Bye Bye 
Birdie?’ ‘“Five Foot Two?’ and 
Sheik of Araby.” 

Before inducting the fiftieth 
reunion Class of 1933, President 
Ruth Schmidt thanked the 
alumnae who had been 
associated with the College for 
more than fifty years for allowing 
her to participate even though 
she had spent only nine months 
at Agnes Scott. Each member of 
the Class of 1933 received a cer- 
tificate acknowledging her 
membership in the Fifty Year 
Club and recognizing her ‘‘as a 
loyal and supportive alumna who 
will help the College maintain 
her rich traditions and her high 
standards of excellence?’ 

The new officers of the Fifty 
Year Club were elected 
unanimously from the slate 
presented by nominations chair 
Betty Chapman Pirkle ’26. They 
are: Sarah Quinn Slaughter ’26, 
president; LaMyra Kane 
Swanson 32, vice president;

GREAT SCOTT?! 


For years, Agnes Scott has stood as a 
quiet landmark overlooking the city 
of Decatur, only opening its campus 
to the public for special cultural 
events. But on Saturday, October 29, 
the campus sprang alive, bursting 
with color, music, children’s laughter 
and festivity. More than 1,500 people 
came to the campus during the 


“Great Scott!” festival that day, 
ee they got a glimpse of college 

e. 

Cloggers and Studio Dance 
Theatre performers entertained 
crowds with an assortment of 
choreographed dances and costumes 
while the College’s theatre troupe 
frightened many children during 
their haunted house. Faculty held 
slide shows, lab demonstrations and 


lectures in their classrooms. Visitors 
browsed through art exhibits and a 
library book sale and watched syn- 
chronized swimming performances. 

Children were fascinated by 
computer demonstrations and getting 
rainbows, hearts and pumpkins 
painted on their faces by Agnes Scott 
students. 


From 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. on the 
breezy, sunny autumn day, visitors 
toured the campus, participated in 
mixed doubles tennis, ate cheese and 
fruit, and explored various booths 
displaying College activities—the 
numerous activities kept a 
continuous crowd on the campus 
until the festival closed. 
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This summer | heard a speaker make the 
statement that there are not many truth- 
speaking traditions. And she went on to 
elaborate, giving examples of ways in 
which tradition does not always speak the 
truth. Of course we can think of our 
own examples. One which comes to 
mind at the beginning of the academic 
year is that of the hazing of freshmen at 
many colleges and universities. Inflicting 
bodily harm and/or ridiculing one 
another is certainly not part of a truth- 
speaking tradition. Nor was the practice 
which for years relegated black people to 
the back of the bus. Neither is that which 
ascribes cer ‘n tasks to men and women 
by gender insiead of by ability or body 
strength. None of these traditions when 
examined can be accepted as truth- 
speaking. 

In addition to the fact that there are 
traditions which are not truth-speaking 
and which must be reexamined and 
discarded, there is also a tendency in 
society and its institutions to retain the 
outer forms of tradition without 
understanding the core of meaning which 
must be reinterpreted for each genera- 
tion. Jaroslav Pelikan, eminent church 
historian at Yale, distinguishes between 
tradition and traditionalism which, as he 
says, ‘‘gives tradition a bad name”’ by 
“embalming’’ it. A tradition may have 
validity, may be truth-speaking at the 
time of its inception, but it ceases to 
speak the truth if attention is focused on 
its form, obscuring the underlying 
reasons for its existence. Perhaps this is 
what the Spanish writer who used the 
pen-name Azorin meant when he said 
that those who muly love the past do not 
want to make it present. 

What really concems us in the 
ongoing life of people and institutions is, 
as Pelikan says, “the mysterious relation- 
ship between continuity and change.’ All 
of us are in some way inheritors of the 
tradition of liberal learning for women 
and the basic principles of this institution. 

What I wish for us is that, as we 
combine our own personal backgrounds 
with Agnes Scott's community hentage, 
we take as task the consideration of what 
is to be continued and what is to be 
changed. In the process we can undergird 
what Dr. W. Edward McNair in his 
book, Lest We Forget, says has been 
the determinative characteristic of the 
College—a dissatisfaction with the status 
quo, a desire always to be better than 
nou. This desire always to be better than 
now is indeed a truth-speaking tradition, 
and worthy of our best efforts

NAMED AS COLLEGE'S FIRST CHAPLAIN 


Her title is “Reverend Cornell)’ but 
she prefers to be called Mary Jane. 

In her relaxed manner, leaning 
back in an office chair and holding a 
mug of coffee, she explains her 
entrance into the ministry. 

A daughter of a Presbyterian 
minister, she followed suit and 
graduated, not only Phi Beta Kappa 
from Agnes Scott, but with honors 
from Columbia Theological 
Seminary. Among her honors are the 
Wild’s Book Prize for achieving the 
highest academic average of her 
graduating class. She also received 
awards for her preaching and a 
theological paper she had written. 

With so many honors and yet such 
a casual and warm approach, Mary 
Jane Cormell made the perfect choice 
as the first chaplain of Agnes Scott 
College since its founding. 

Also the associate pastor at 
Columbia Presbyterian Church, 
Mary Jane’s main focus at Agnes 
Scott is to help students understand 
how faith in God is not separate from 
everything else they do. 

“Religion is not a separate segment 
of one’s life?’ she explained. “It’s 
integrated into every part of a 
person’ life. Faith is connected to a 
student’s social and academic life?’ 
She interrupted her ideas with 
laughter, explaining that prayer was 
vital for getting through some of her 
college courses. 

Mary Jane said the Christian 
commitment is a strong part of Agnes 
Scott’s purpose of developing a 
student physically, emotionally, 
intellectually, as well as spiritually. 

According to Ruth Schmidt, the 
College president who decided to add 
the first chaplain, “The appointment 
of a chaplain at Agnes Scott should 
signify that the College takes 
seriously the portion of its mission 
statement relating to its roots in 
Presbyterianism and its commitment 
to the Christian faith.... The College 
has long provided for many types of 
counseling, whether it be health 
related, academic or psychological 
health, but we had no formal way to 
provide for spiritual counseling?’ 

Mary Jane will be devoting two 
days weekly on campus to counsel, 
advise, and help students. She will 
also assist in worship services at the 
College and hold informal chats at 
College convocations. 

Since she grew up with a minister 
father, she always ‘‘felt at home in the 
church. I’ve always been a part of the 
church and learned the value of it as 
a nurturing community,” she said. 
When Mary Jane moved to 
Cambridge, Mass., with her husband, 
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Gary, she got involved in a church 
while he attended graduate school at 
Harvard. There she taught and led 
group discussions. During that time, 
her sense of call to the ministry was 
confirmed. She returned to Atlanta 
after her husband graduated and 
attended Columbia Seminary. After 
graduating, she moved to the church 
adjacent to the seminary where she

assists in worship services, Christian 
education and caring for the 
congregation. 

Her new responsibilities at the 
College in addition to her work at 
the church leaves her with little time 
of her own, but Mary Jane knows 
she’s made the right choice. “I’ve got 
a job where I love to go to work each 
morning.’

What began with a performance 
heralding President Ruth Schmidt's 
inauguration last spring has become a 
popular item in the community this 
fall. The Agnes Scott clogging group, 
called the Dixie Darlings, who 
formed out of a College clogging 
class, has been such a hit with their 
dance routines that they were invited 
to perform in front of record-number 
crowds at the annual Yellow Daisy 
Festival at Stone Mountain in 
September and at the opening of the 
High Museum in Atlanta in October. 
Also in October, they performed at 
the Americana Health Center for 
Senior Citizens Week and for the 
“Great Scott!” festival. 

Directed by Marylin Darling, dance 
director at Agnes Scott, the cloggers 
practice 30 hours a week before each 
performance. An intense workout of 
a three-minute routine is the 
equivalent of jogging three miles, 
according to Darling. 

Dressed in red gingham skirts over 
petticoats, they emit a down-to-earth 
image which has appealed to a large 
audience. 

Another successful dance group, 
also under the direction of Marylin 
Darling, is the Studio Dance Theatre. 
When she joined the faculty at 
Agnes Scott in 1971, Darling took the 
existing dance group and turned it 
into a well-known dance company 
with professional talent. 

More than 25 students volunteer 
their time to work out in ballet and 
modem dance classes each week and 
to perform once or twice a quarter. 
This year, they were invited to 
perform at the High Museum’s 
opening and will be dancing in the 
Metropolitan Atlanta Winter Dance 
Festival, sponsored by the Dance 
Coalition of Atlanta in February. 

Darling said the group is most 
likely to be the only non-professional 


group out of more than 20 dance 
companies to perform at the festival. 
Many performances are choreo- 
graphed by studnets. 

During the summer, Cable DeKalb 
taped an interview with Darling 
about her research on the reviving 
folk dance forms in Georgia, which 
was accompanied by a dance 
sequence by Studio Dance Theatre. 
The program, called Southern 
Comfort, has been placed in the 
Cable DeKalb Archives and 
nominated for a cable program 
award. 

Darling came to Agnes Scott with 
a master’s degree in music with an 
emphasis in dance from Florida State 
University. She has studied with 
Martha Graham, Jose Limon, Alwin 
Nikolais, Alvin Ailey, Paul Taylor, 
and Marcel Marceau. 

She has been nominated for the 
1983-84 Governor's Awards in the 
arts for dance, which is an annual 
award presented to artists in Georgia 
who are outstanding in their fields. 


CROSS COUNTRY 
TEAM STARTS 


It’s a brisk autumn morning—the 
time of day when most people desire 
to be sleeping in a warm bed—and 
several Agnes Scott students are 
pounding the streets. These students 
are part of a newly-formed cross 
country team which was started by 
Assistant Dean of the College, Gué 
Hudson, and secretary to the registrar, 
Marcia Mitchell, who are also 
runners. 

During freshman registration, Dean 
Hudson noticed the number of 
students who were award-winning 
runners, so she formed a team of 
eight students who meet weekly to 
work on mileage and speed. 

Already, the team has competed in 
the Bonnie Bell 10K race and the 
Georgia Intercollegiate Cross 
Country Championship in October. 
In the latter race, one of the 
members, Amy Bailey ’87, won a 
medal for placing within the first 25 
runners to finish. The team will be 
competing throughout the year in 
various races and they hope to earn 
more awards.

The latter experience influenced her 
to write the play, Getting Out. 

She wrote numerous articles for a 
Louisville magazine and created The 
Jelly Bean Journal, a children’s supple- 
ment to Louisville’s newspaper. Some 
of her plays included: Third and Oak, 
The Laundromat, The Pool Room and 
The Holdup. She is now working ona 
book about a religious sect in 
Kentucky called The Shakers 

Self-described as a serious person, 
she majored in philosophy at Agnes 
Scott. In a recent Saturday Revieu 
magazine article, she attributes her 
philosophical influence to Merle 
Walker, former professor and chairman 
of the philosophy department at ASC. 

Her plays reveal her belief that 
people have the right to make their 
own decision about their lives, even 
if, as in her play ‘Night, Mother, they 
decide to end it.

World-renowned concert pianist 
Garrick Ohlsson gave the first 
performance of the Kirk Concert 
Series for the 1983-84 season at Agnes 
Scott. Ohlsson performed during a 
rainy fall evening for an over- 
whelmed audience. He gave two 
encores and received a standing 


ovation. Also in the concert series 
will be Christoper Parkeniny, 
classical guitarist, performing at 
Agnes Scott on January 31 and the 
Guarmeri String Quartet, returning 
for the ninth season at the College 
on April 24. 


The Agnes Scott theatre group, Blackfriars, 
presented this fall the colorful, updated-for-the- 
eighties version of ‘‘Godspell?’ a lively musical 
portraying the life of Christ, according to the book 
of Matthew. The new version was placed in an 
athletic setting to emphasize the need for 
“spiritual fimess”’ in a society where physical 


fitness is often stressed. 


On June 5, 1984, a group of 
Agnes Scott students, 
alumnae and friends will 
depart from Atlanta for a 
16-day tour of Greece. The 
tour will be conducted by 
Dr. Richard D. Parry, 
Professor of Philosophy at 
Agnes Scott, who has toured 
most of the sites the group 
will visit. The cost is a 
modest $1,679, which 
includes air fare, ground 
transport and admission to 
all sites, two meals a day, and 
twin-bedded rooms with 
bath. 

Arriving in Athens on June 
6 after an intermediate stop 
in Amsterdam, the group 
will visit the Acropolis; the 
Agora; Plaka, oldest part of 
modern Athens; the National 
Archaeologial Museum; and 
the Roman Agora, with free 
time to enjoy a play, the 
sound and light show at the 
Acropolis, or other events. 

After lunch in Athens on 
June 9, the group departs for 
Delphi and the temple of 
Apollo. From Delphi the tour 
visits the extensive and 
relatively undisturbed ruins 
of ancient Cornith on June 
12, and from Corinth the 
group goes to Mycenae to 
visit the ancient walled city 
and underground tombs. 

From June 14 to June 18 
the group tours Nauplia, first 


capital of modern Greece; 
Epidauros, known for its 
almost perfectly preserved 
theater and the ruins of the 
temple of Asklepios; and 
Aigina, whose major 
archaelogical site is the 
temple of Aphaia, 2,500 
years old. Next the group 
returns to Athens on June 18 
for the final full day in 
Greece, which will include a 
trip to Cape Sounion to visit 
the temple of Poseidon. 

On June 19 the group flies 
to Amsterdam to spend the 
remainder of the day and the 
night. The group returns to 
Atlanta June 20. 

Dr. Parry will suggest 
selected readings before the 
trip to ensure each traveler's 
familiarity with Greece’s 
history, and a Greek- 
speaking guide will 
accompany the group.

On retirement, Mr. Barclay plans 
to travel, polish his golf game and 
paint landscapes. He and his wife, 
Bess, will move back to their home in 
Montevallo, where their children and 
grandchildren live. 


KREPS GIVES MORE THAN ECONOMICS VIEWS 


When a well-known economist who 
has accomplished much in her career 
visits a college campus, students 
expect to hear her views on the 
economy and to receive advice on 
how to achieve in the business world. 
But when former Secretary of 
Commerce Juanita Kreps came to 
Agnes Scott in January, students got 
much more than an economics 
lecture. 

Dr. Kreps, professor of economics 
at Duke University and a cabinet 
member in the Carter administration, 
lectured each Monday during January. 
Her theme, “Business Problems and 
the Economy of the ‘80s,” covered 
such topics as the state of the 
economy, deregulation, business 
ethics, and the professional woman. 
Her visit was sponsored by the Hal L. 
and Julia T; Smith Chair of Free 
Enterprise in the Department of 
Economics. 

Dr. Krepss appointment as the first 
female secretary of commerce topped 
a long list of firsts in her career: the 
first woman to earn a doctorate in 
economics at Duke, the first woman 
on the Duke faculty, the first woman 
to become full professor there, and 
later, Duke’s first female vice 
president. 

Besides her professional positions, 
Dr. Kreps has been a director on the 
board of the New York Stock 
Exchange, president of the American 
Association of Higher Education, and 
a director of the board of the 
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National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation. She has also written 
several books. 

But at Agnes Scott, she focused 
her attention on the students. As 
they clustered around her during 
lunch, she listened to their career 
and personal goals. 

“More than her lectures, I was

someone who had done so much, 
who could give me practical and 
realistic advice on balancing my 
career with having a family,” says 
economics student Celia Shackleford

“She was warm and empathetic — 
always reaching out to others,” said

William Weber. “I got the impression 
that our students felt they could talk 
to her about anything. Her candid 
assessments about the difficulty of 
balancing a career and family were 
realistic, and the students needed to 
hear that,” he said. “Dr. Kreps told 
the students the things she had to 
sacrifice to have a family and career. 
In her situation, she dropped out of 
her career for ten years to rear a 
family.” 

The mother of two, she seemed to 
have no regrets about stopping her 
career for a time. Dr. Kreps told 
students that if a woman drops out of 
a career for ten years when she is 
thirty, she will still have twenty-five 
more years in the job market when 
she reenters at forty. 

Dr. Kreps also warned students 
that the business world expects more 
of young women entering the market 
today, compared to her experience 
years ago when she was applauded as 
atypical of women at that time. 

“She's an economist out of the 
mold,” Dr. Weber said. “The humane 
texture of life obviously influenes her 
perception of reality. She has an 
empathetic point of view from a 
moral aspect. Most economists are 
objective, where she is subjective in 
the way she draws conclusions.” 

Ms. Shackleford added, “Dr. Kreps 
thought about the human aspect — 

economic policies affected 
people. She didn’t just concentrate 
on theories.”

Return to College students enroll 
in the regular College courses and 
may take one course per quarter or a 
full load.

STUDENTS SPEND MONTH STUDYING IN SPAIN 


When Agnes Scott student Jill Royce 
studied Spanish last fall break, she 
admits she had a poster image of the 
country — “women wearing mantillas 
over their heads and carrying a rose 
between their teeth.” 

But when Jill visited Madrid last 
December, she found a city with 
“historical assets, along with 
multitudes of modern buildings.” 

Although Jill has traveled Europe 
several times, this was her first trip to 
Spain. But because she spent a longer 
time there, she feels a special tie with 
this country she has gotten to know 
and come to love. 

“Now when I read the newspaper, 

I look for articles about Madrid,” she 
explains. “I’m more aware of the 
country and what's occurring there.” 
Jill’s experience resembles that of six 
other Agnes Scott students who 
traveled to Spain last December with 
Spanish professor Constance Shaw. 

The students not only toured 
Madrid by themselves but lived with 
Spanish families, most of whom 


*spoke no English. By the*end oftheir 


month’ stay, the students were 


Spanish. 

Not only did the trip polish their 
language skills, but it brought the 
country alive for them as they 
wandered through ornate cathedrals, 
colorful crowded marketplaces, 
palatial museums and lively 
nightclubs. On weekends, they 
crossed the countryside to out-of-the- 
‘way, fascinating places. 

Besides touring the country, 
students Maria Gonzalez, Jill Royce, 
Amy Puckett, Amy Durand, Julie 
Custer, Ceil Shannon, and Andree 
Pike met with Dr. Shaw at her 
apartment each afternoon to share 
their experiences and to receive class 
lectures and homework assignments, 
which included the Madrid daily 
newspaper. 

The five hours of college credit 
they earned during their stay was only 
one of the trip’s benefits. For some of 
the students, it was the dream of a 
lifetime. 

“Early in my Spanish courses, I 
began reading about the Alhambra in 
Granada — one of the most famous 
architectural examples in the world 
— and a year later, | was walking in 
the gardens and around the 
fountains,” said Return to College 
Student Ceil Shannon. “It was a 
beautiful experience, and I’ll never 
forget it. My husband could not 
believe it was such an emotional 
experience for me. But the people 
made a lasting impression, ially 
the children at Mass on Sunclays.” 

“You're exposed to so much of 
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culture and the people that you have 
to come away with something,” 
claims Julie Custer. “It’s a growing 
experience, expecially the 
responsibility of being on your own.” 

All the students found their 
experience brought reality to their 
studies. “Reading about a country is 
one thing, but to go there and 
partake of it as an individual, on a 
day-to-day basis, brings it to life,” 
Ceil explains. 

Maria Gonzalez adds, “Before I 
went to Spain, nothing I read or 
studied about the country had any 
tangibility to it. Now that I have seen 
the places and the people and the 
lifestyles that I studied, it has more 
substance. I now have more of an 
appreciation for what I study.” 

As the students explored the 
massive architectural structures and 
the beautiful museums, they noticed 
Spain’s great appreciation of art. 

“Their culture was at an advanced 


level when most of the rest of Europe 
was barbaric,” Jill notes. 

Maria pointed out that the 
Spanish are more politically active 
and aware than the Americans she 
knows. “I even saw children 
participate in an antinuclear 
demonstration while I was there.” 

“Spain has been a democracy only 
for the past few years,” Jill explains. “I 
enjoyed getting a glimpse of the 
growing pains Spain is experiencing 
in going from a dictator to a 
democracy. I want to follow their 
politics now,” she says. 

They all admit that it’s hard now 
to study Spanish without missing the 
place that captured their hearts last 
quarter. “Spain is not foreign to me 
anymore,” Jill says. “The time I spent 
there was a powerful experience that 

e part of me. It could not be 
reproduced in any other way.” And, 
of course, she adds, “I want to go 


back.”

The downtown Decatur 
office was home to the Gary Hart 
presidential campaign in Georgia, 
where Haworth worked for the 
Georgia primary in March. 
state campaign manager for 

Hart, Haworth has always been active 
in political affairs. “I think the 
American political system is in real 
trouble and is being dominated by 
special interest groups,” Haworth 
said. “You can say that in a classroom 
only so long before you realize you 
have to do something. I decided it 
was time to translate the ideas I had 
about politics into the political 
system.” 

Prior to his experience with the 
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Hart campaign, Haworth worked as a 
deputy campaign manager for a state 
election, in Sen. Edward Kennedy's 
campaign for president, in Jimmy 
Carter's presidential campaign, in 

Democratic campaigns, and as a 
pollster. But none of his background 
with politics excited him like working 
on this one. 

“I’m exhausted, but thrilled. I’ve 
never had anything in my life as 
taxing and fulfilling outside of my 
job, except my family.” Noting Hart's 
surprise victories during the first few 
primaries, Haworth remarked, “I’ve 
lost a lot of my cynicism about 
politics in the last few weeks. 
Working with the campaign has 
given me confidence in our political 
system.” 

Haworth’s days ran from classes in 
the morning at Agnes Scott to 
working at the campaign office until 
the middle of the night. The 
campaign office resembled a 
newsroom on deadline as Haworth 
gave interviews, coordinated 
activities, and enlisted help while 
phones rang and visitors streamed in 
with questions. 

Haworth noted that several Agnes 
Scott students got involved with the 
campaign, even during exam week. 
Encouraged by their enthusiasm, 
Haworth said the experience of 
working in a presidential campaign 
was worthwhile for the students — 
“They saw history being made, and 
there has never been anything in 
U.S. history like this campaign.” 
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memories of opening tall tins of 
Peppermints and nuts and bobbing 
for apples. 

He remembers the College as 
being much more strict than it is 
today. His sister Louise couldn’t cut 
across the campus to go to high 
school without putting on stockings, 
and College girls couldn’t date 
without a chaperone. The rule 
against smoking was a constant 
source of contention. Dr. McCain 
remembers angry students carrying 
placards saying, “We want to smoke. 
McCain can go.” 

He was forbidden to take a job as a 
paper boy because the paper was 
delivered on Sundays. He was not 
even allowed to read the Sunday 
paper until Monday morning. As a 
boy he opted for a job delivering 
magazines, which he did until he 
went away to Erskine College at 
sixteen. 

He also had a soft drink stand in 
the front yard of his home and sold 
cold drinks to the workers who were 
building Buttrick Hall. He put aside 
sixty cents a week, enough, he had 
been told at Sunday school, to feed a 
missionary for a month. He 
continues today his thrifty practices 
and is known on campus for being an 
inveterate coupon clipper. His family 
says of him, “He saves pennies so he 
can give dollars away.” 

Dr. McCain received his A.B. 
degree in history from Erskine 
College, where his grandfather taught 
English for fifty years. He taught 
English, history, and Bible at 
Darlington School in Rome for two 
years, and later he earned his M.A. 
and Ph.D. degrees from Duke 
University. A retired major in the 

ce Corps Reserves, he served 
in the Army during World War II. 
Then for two years he taught military 
history at the U.S. Military Academy 


at West Point. After a teaching stint 
at Brenau College, he served as 
president of Arkansas College in 
Batesville from 1952 to 1969, when 
Dr. Wallace Alston brought him to 
Agnes Scott as vice president for 
development. He had known 
President Alston since his boyhood, 
when the two walked together to 
school — McCain to grammar 


‘school and Alston to Columbia 


Theological Seminary. 

“He has done a steady, helpful, 
faithful job for the College,” Dr. 
Alston says. “He developed prospects 
for capital funds in a quiet sort of 
way. I have a very high regard for 
him.” 

During Paul McCain’s years at 
Agnes Scott, the College has 
received 16.8 million dollars in gifts, 
and five of the College buildings have 
been improved or renovated. Under 
his tenure, the College met a 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities challenge and raised one 
million dollars, half for library 
acquisitions and half for professional 
development of the faculty. Recently 
the College successfully concluded a 
three-million-dollar campaign for the 
renovation of the science building 
and the purchase of new scientific 
equipment with a challenge gift from 
the Kresge Foundation. Today, 
annual contributions to the College 
average a million dollars a year. 

Professor of Psychology Lee Copple 
said Paul McCain’s style is much like 
that of his father. “President McCain 
always said he had never begged a 
penny for Agnes Scott. He merely 
presented alumnae with the 
Opportunity to give.” 

Dr. McCain says of his low-key 
approach to fund raising: “I try to let 
the alumnae know the vital part their 
gifts have in strengthening the 
College.” 

Paul McCain has been a member 
of the Arkansas Commission on the 
Arts and has served as chairman of 
the Presbyterian Advisory Council on 
Higher Education and the 
Committee on Theological Education 
for the Presbyterian Church, U.S. A 
trustee of the Georgia Rotary Student 
Program, he has sponsored a number 
of foreign students at Agnes Scott. 
He is also a trustee of the Protestant 
Radio and Television Center and an 
elder at Decatur Presbyterian Church. 
He is married to the former Dorothy 
Scott, and he has two children and . 
one grandchild. 

Known for his even disposition and 
gentlemanly charm, Dr. McCain has 
a simple philosophy which has served 
him well. “I never ask what I am 
getting out of life. | ask what I’m 
giving it.” — Betsy Rancher 


FOUNDER’S DAY 


Margaret McIntosh, director of the 
Faculty Development Program, 
Center for Research on Women at 
Wellesley College in Massachusetts 
and pioneer in the women and 
scholarship movement, spoke at the 
Founder's Day ceremony celebrating 
the College’s 95th birthday. In her 
talk, “Beyond Winning and Losing: 
Working for the Decent Survival of 
All,” Ms. McIntosh spoke about 
society's attitude that a person must 
achieve and win to be of value. 

“I would like for your generation to ~ 
be able to develop more fully as 
human beings along the lines of your 
common sense, ... your ability to 
make and mend the social fabrics, 
and to develop also your thinking and 
feeling and intuiting qualities.” She 
encouraged students to use their 
competitive, as well as collaborative 
potential, citing the need for people 
to work together, not against each 
other. 

During her speech, she expressed a 
kinship with Agnes Scott because her 
mother, Margaret Hay, attended the 
College from 1919 to 1921.

FRANCES FREEBORN 
PAULEY “has been in the 
forefront of practically every 


reform movement in Georgia for 
the past fifty years,” said 
Margaret McDow MacDougall 


24, who introduced Frances 


during Alumnae Weekend. Her 
work on behalf of the poor began 
when she first battled social and 
economic injustices during the 
Depression, fighting for free 
lunches in DeKalb County 
Schools. 

An active member of the 
League of Women Voters, 
Frances was state president and 
on the board of directors in the 
1950s. As president, she struck 
the “white membership only” 
clause from the bylaws and led 
the league's fight to overthrow 
the county unit system. She has 
been executive director of the 
Georgia Human Relations Coun- 
cil and has worked as a civil 
rights field representative for the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare in Mississippi. 


In 1974 Frances received the 
Women of Conscience Award 
from the National Council for 
Women. The award cited her 
because “She made the unfinish- 
ed business of human rights her 
personal business.” Frances finally 
retired, but did not remain 
inactive long. In 1976 she formed 
the Georgia Poverty Rights 
Organization to lobby for welfare 
rights. 

A 1981 recipient of the Mrs. 
Fred W. Patterson Award for 
Exceptional Personal Ministry 
from the Christian Council of 
Metropolitan Atlanta, Frances 
has been called “more a mediator 
than an agitator.” She is a board 
member of the American Civil 
Liberties Union and of Georgia 
Legal Services and is chair of 
HEAT (Heating Energy Assis- 
tance Team) Advisory Commit- 
tee. 
“She is...a physical specimen 


of conscience, a roving testimony 
to the care people are su 

to feel for one another,” said 
writer Steve Oney in a cover 
story for Atlanta Weekly. As state 
Senator Julian Bond described 
her, “She is everybody's grand- 
mother and nobody's fool.” 


ELIZABETH STEVENSON is 
an author and professor at Emory 
University, where she was recent- 
ly named Candler Professor of 
American Studies. Candler

Adams: A Biography, was pub- 
lished in 1955 and won the 
Bancroft Award in 1956 as best 
published biography. She follow- 
ed with an anthology, A Henry 
Adams Reader. In 1955, Elizabeth 
was named Atlanta Woman of 
the Year in the Arts. She re- 
ceived her second Guggenheim 
in 1956-57, to study Lafcadio 
Hearn, and a Rockefeller fellow- 
ship in 1959 enabled her to go to 
Japan for further research on 
Hearn. Her work, Lafcadio 
Heam, was printed in 1961.

dean of Emory College. During 
that time she served as a judge 
for the National Book Award, 
and her book, Babbitts and 
Bohemians: The American 1920s, 
was published in 1967. She re- 
ceived five Emory University 
Faculty Research Committee 
grants for study on her most 
recent books. 

From 1974 to 1977 she was 
research associate at Emory’s 
Institute of Liberal Arts, was 
promoted in 1977 to assistant 
and associate professor, and in 
1982 was named a full professor, 
all on the foundation of her 
Agnes Scott B.A. degree. 

Her most recent book, Park 
Maker: A Life of Frederick Law 
Olmsted, was published in 1977. 
To research Olmsted, she re- 
ceived a National Endowment for 
the Humanities Summer Stipend 
in 1974. She is a board member 
of the Frederick Law Olmsted 
Association in New York City 
and a consultant for the National 
Association of Olmsted Parks. 

A consultant for the National 
Endowment of the Humanities 
and a member of the Authors 
Guild and the American Studies 
Association, Elizabeth has had 
book reviews and essays pub- 
lished in South Atlantic Quarterly, 
Virginia Quarterly Review, The 
Nation, The New York Times 
Book Review, and the Georgia 
Historical Quarterly. Elizabeth's 
Emory colleague, Georgia B. 
Christopher ’55, said, “Professor 
Stevenson’s accomplishments 
would be outstanding for a life- 
long academic, but for a ‘lady 
scholar’ working most of her life 
independently, they are 
amazing.”
